Last Saturda) the rampaging 
Raider* garnered 68 points to defeat the Mustangs from the 
Uruvcrsitv of Western, when 55 points would have been suf¬ 
ficient. The triumph gave the Assumption crew a share in I he 
coveted Wilson trophy, emblematic of Ontnrio-Qucbcc Confer¬ 
ence supremacy. The co-championship is certainly unsatisfac¬ 
tory to Assumption fans, who fed like Notre DantV fans More 
| them that. “We’re number one!” 

Lead. 37-29 

Still smarting from a one point loss to the Mustangs only 
the week before, the Raiders went into the contest with a ven¬ 
geance and grabbed the opening tip-off. Mustang guard Getty 
fouled Dick McKenzie and the big forward opened the scoring 
by making his charity toss good. Halpenny managed a two- 
pointer to put the Mustangs ahead for the only time in the 
game, but Joseph, Veres and McKenzie roared through the 
Mustangs to surge ahead. Western managed to tic the score 
four times in the first two quarters only to see the Raiders pull 
ahead in the closing minutes of the half, to lead 37-29. 

Raiders Continue to Shtite 

The Raider# continued to shine as bright as a new silver 
dollar in the third quarter and when Chris Ellis came into thr 
crimes! for the first time they were leading the long-time 
I champions by a full 10 points.

Scoring Barrage 

Bolstered by a 12 point lead. Red Nantais* quintet continued 
their scoring barrage, outplaying the team from London on 
both the offensive and defensive angles.

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Moderators and Their Clulm 

The question ha.* often been raised during informal student 
dbcnssiofts a> to what extent should faculty Moderators apply 
their influences ora the activities of their respective Clubs. The 
arguments have varied from one extreme to the other: from the 
claim that a near-dictatorial attitude is required to the assertion 
that faculty Moderators are not at all necessary. 

Let us first examine the argument that Moderators are not 
necc&sarv. it is obvious, we think, that such a point is senseless, 
since a faculty Moderator is aide to offer a club an element of 
experience plut a certain sagencss which arc vital to proper 
activity and development. However, a dictatorial policy on the 
part of a Moderator, too. is unwarranted, since the obvious 
result would be the deprivation of initiative from the students 
With a certain amount of give and take, according to the Club, 
wc fed that a happy compromise on the controversy can be 
reached. 

To us, the solution appears relatively simple and easy to 
attain. The duty of a dub Moderator should be to guide the 
students of the club in their activities and thereby to teach. This 
attitude is significant, \vc think, since n campus club is subject 
to SAC authority. For. it u focultv Moderator assumes loo much 


of a club's responsibility^ ami the SAC for any reason should 

have to e»U the dub to account, the $AC is. then, placed in the rm iny reporter d elided to §jE?S?I|

account. It is therefore, in our opinion, an absolute necessity 
that a dub Moderator observe the limits of his jurisdiction, and 
refrain from usurping from students the duties that are rrght- 
. fully theirs. 

The revolving of moderators’ duties to such an attitude as 
we suggest is, further, necessary, if we expect our students to 
benefit from their extra-curricular campus activities. For it 
must be kept in mind that university students are those who 
arc only one step away from being on their own in this world- 
and it is only fair to them to let them go from the College, upon 
graduation, with the conviction that they will be required at 
least to think and act for themselves; iheir places In society cart 
only be assured by the niches which they thcmselvo carve. To 
deprive them of initiative, on the one hand or to neglect to give 
them counsel on the other is not, in our opinion, befitting the 
ideal of a university. Let us, then, the students and moderators, 
realize the actual purposes of our clubs and let ns use these 
dubs fur our own personal benefits as well as to reflect favor¬ 
able opinion on our College. 

Tlicre arc clubs on this campus which have benefited greatly 
from their faculty Moderator’s counsel. Our newspaper, as a 
student activity, has benefited because we have learned from 
our Moderator: hut our paper could not have benefited without 
what wc consider an ideal attitude towards ”his charge*’ by our 
newspaper Moderator.

The members ol 
this Theatre Club truly utilize the. utmost ingenuity, and when they 
combine sincere, responsive acting with it, they manage to present Theatre 
in the true wnk of the worth 

The Epidemic 

The cash while capturinii the essence ol politint! enthusiasm of a small 
town council in France, never clouded the meaning of llirbrau’* satire 
and m spitr of the exuberance of the actors managed to emnltaiire the 
right point at the right time. The tola! effect, then, was that the atnlicnce 
thoroughly enjoyed the wittiness of the playwright, the cleverness of the 
actors’ business, and did not fail to receive the inner satire of tbe piece.

New Mexico, Uis article appciired in the February i*suc of i Ill-1 

Atlantic Monthly. 

The article itself is an Attack on Dr, lames Bryant CoimntV- 
attitude on private schools. Dr. Conani wns the president of 
Harvard University before his appointment, in January I95..L as 
High Commissioner tor Germany. There t£ no doubt as to Con- 
anvs ability as a acientiEt (he helped fashion tile A-bomb), hut 
thtre is a great deni uf arriticty over his theories on education. 
Conan e nibbed :i number of people the wrong way when lit 
said “the greater the proportion of our youth who attend inde¬ 
pendent schools, the greater the threat to uur democratic unity." 

Catholic and Protestant leaders alike decried such an atti¬ 
tude, To Catholic# this sounded like an attack on the parochial 
system, although Cuiumt's friends insisted he was aiming at all 
the private sclwtlla below the college level. To the rescue of the 
private school $ come* La barge. His volleys are based on Con¬ 
an i s concept of public and private schools, \fter observing 
both public and private .-rhuol .imk-fit- he comes to the con¬ 
clusion that Canatit suffers from misconception*. ] fe claims that 
a good many schools, and here he includes private schools, fail 
to provide that most fundamental thing of all, an education— 
but La Fargo claims that this b a failing more often of the 
public school than of the private school. 

He then compares public schwl graduate* and private school 
graduates. First he states that pit Mir school graduates “ 4 caiTt 
write." To him they arc semi-literate. They can trad hut not 
write. They are adverse to tednikaf expressinu# and resist any 
discussion that rnmus bovoud the literary coitfittes uf the sub¬ 
ject, On the other hand the private grhonl student'* elementary 
education is su superior to rank him high in the class. 

Then La Forge attacks the school hoards. Where the school 
hoard is well organised r interested and effective, schools will he 
well ai>6ve the general average Hut if ihc hoard member* are 
not educationally qualified or interested to promote good, the 
opposite is the effect. Therefore, nit Idle schools range from 
splendid to awful, t hey differ sharply, from section to section. 
Then La Faree disclose* a major error #f CcinauVij; equality tit 
opportunity dues not mean identity of advantages. If the, par¬ 
ents aspiring for a better education fur their children are faced 
with an inferior public school (of which there are many) they 
can do only otic thing, send them to a competent private school 

Finally 1 „d Purge outlines the advantage* uf private schools. 
Private schools including parochial schools defend against what 
he calls the "dead hand of the educators." Here he means they 
are free from political pressures, they choose their teachers cm a 
basis of character, ability, arid depth of knowledge of the subject 
to be taught. Then he concludes that by and large, the private 
school* have not bought the dreadful theory that if a teacher 
has studied education, he doe# not have to have ft real mastery 
of the subject to be taught. 

Thus La Fargo ends his article cm education. I hope l have 
done justice to it and T sincerely advise nil those interested in 
the educational controversy, and all college students should lie, 
to read it!

ion. Within a decade the enrollment 
had increased ty 100 students. The 
original structure proved Inad 
aha Father uTonnerwaS 
with the task oi raising funds for an 
additional building, which was com¬ 
pleted in 1884. This building serves 
as our present day administration 
building. 

The Very Reverend D. Cushing. 
C. B.. LL.D., succeeded Father O* 
Comicw a* superiot lit 1888, ami dur- 
in* lib time Assumption grew and 
prospered year by year. During Fa¬ 
ther Me Brady's regime from i901- 
1907 a great many changes took 
place. Gas lights were installed and 
a new chapel was constructed. With 
the construction oi the chapel. As¬ 
sumption'* first great building pw 
gram, consisting of three unit* was 
completed. The following year* 
hi ought «.veu gi ester prosperity and 
expansion, with the addition of St. 
Michael's Hall and the new gyttt- 
imsituu in 1915. it seemed as though 
Assumption had finally reached the 
pinnacle of success in 1919. for it 
wax in thb memorable year that 
Assumption became affiliated with 
the University of Western Ontario, 
slid thus joined the ranks of Can¬ 
ada's leading colleges. 

Enrollment Increases 

With affiliation came a corapleto 
transition from tits old to the new. 
Scholastic and entrance standards 
were raised considerably. Neverthe¬ 
less the cnrollemnt continued to in¬ 
crease and in 1922 the superior. 
Father Dillon had to make plans for 
the magnificent Arts Building which 
was constructed at a cost of f!00,- 
000. The building, rite crowning 
achievement of Father pillon’s ex¬ 
pansion and remodelling program 
was completed in 1927. Since then 
the ever increasing enrollment Ins 
necessitated, the construction of the 
new Memorial Science Building, 
dedicated to Assumption men who 
died in the two great wars, and the 
evacuation of St. Michael's Hall by 
the high school. 

Father O'Connor** implicit faith 
in thr Bankart Motto, and his de¬ 
termination paid off, lib dreams 
have materiallrrd far bcyotnl his 
greatest expectations.
